THE  present  sale  closes  the  settlement  of  the  estate  of  the  late 
Reiza  Khan  Monif  of  Paris  and  New  York.  Specimens  from  other 
sources  have  been  added.  All  objects  belonging  to  the  estate  of  the 
late  Reiza  Khan  Monif  are  made  distinctly  recognizable,  by  a  star 
added  to  the  number. 

While  the  whole  collection  is  of  an  excellent  average,  some  of  the 
pieces  are  of  outstanding  merit.  The  large  Rhages  lustre  platter  is 
an  unusually  line  and  important  example. 

Of  the  two  important  rugs,  No.  36-1  is  a  fine  representative  of  the 
classic  16th  century  Ispahan  type.  The  graceful  spacing  of  the  de- 
sign shows  that  it  must  be  a  rather  early  representative  of  the  type, 
which  can  be  assigned  to  the  first  half  of  the  16th  century.  The  second 
rug,  No.  365,  belongs  to  the  much  discussed  group  of  Eastern  Cau- 
casi<  '•  •  :  Persian  rugs,  from  the  extreme  north-western  border  prov- 
inces, such  as  Ghilan.  It  shows  a  fine  and  virile  design,  with  which  we 
are  also  acquainted  through  the  rugs  of  the  Kuba  type.  Both  pieces 
are  equally  important  from  the  artistic  and  the  historic  standpoint.
